18 (b) (1) It shall be unlawful for any person to drink on the licensed premises
19 of any license holder any alcoholic beverages not purchased from the license holder on
20 said premises and not permitted by this article to be consumed on the premises; and

22 beverage not purchased from the said license holder on the premises covered by the

23 license which he holds and not permitted by this articleto be consumed on the

24 premises.

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1 (1) Advertised as being "bring your own" (BY O); or
